During 1942 there was an 3 erp of Measles, which was of a mild nature, 65 cases notified, mainly in 
the younger age groyp. 38 cases of pneumonia (mostly young people) were notified, only 15 cases of Diphtheria.

HOUSING. 

No new houses were erected during the Year by the Local Authority or by other bodies or persons. 

There is no overcrowding and the Housing dagtandard is fairly good on the whole. Owing to worldly conditions 
Housing work is almost at a standstill, and no Housing Schemes are in hand. Ywo houses have been demolished. 
The chief sanitary requirements of the District are more conversions of privies to water closets and 

a satisfactory water supply to Affetside, Fouf Lane Ends, Three Lane Ends and Cann Street. 
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
